Corn Rootworms 
Costly in Ohio 


silk Purse from Sow's Ear? Speculation Is Rife on Reason 
Could Mean Some Money 
pQr Com jng A gricu|ture C on fab

Corn rootworms cost O h i o 
farm ers an estim ated $9 m il­ 
lion in 196(1, according to Dr. 
J . B. Polivka. research entomol­ 
ogist at the Ohio Agricultural 
Research 
and 
Development 
Center. 
In a survey just tabulated, 
Polivka interviewed 179 farm ­ 
ers in 27 Ohio counties. Coni 
grown by the farm ers inter­ 
viewed totaled 26.723 acres. 
Polivka planned his survey to 
give him a relatively accurate 
cross section of Ohio corn grow­ 
ers. Ile found that 43.6 per cent 
of the corn had been treated at 
planting tim e with an insecti­ 
cide to control rootworm s and 
other 
soil 
insects 
attacking 
com. 
“ An estim ated 2.94 
million 
acres of corn w ere grown in 
Ohio in 1966. Projecting the sur­ 
vey results, this 
m eans that 
nearly 1.6 million acres were 
not treated with a soil insecti­ 
cide,” says Polivka. 
“ In rootworm dem onstration 
plots in all parts of the state, 
treated plots 
averaged 
131.1 
bushels per acre yield and un­ 
treated 
plots 
averaged 
126.4 
bushels per acre. On the basis 
of this 4.7 bushels per acre yield 
difference, we lost an estim ated 
7.52 million bushels of com in 
Ohio. At $1.25 per bushel, this 
would represent a dollar loss of 
$9.4 million. And we had a rel­ 
atively low infestation of corn 
rootworm s last y ear,” he 
ex­ 
plains. 
Polivka figures it costs about 
$1.50 per acre for m aterials to 
control rootworms with insecti­ 
cide applied at planting tim e. 
In 1966, then, an investm ent of 


$1.50 per acre plus a little extra 
work, 
would 
have 
returned 
more than $5.80 per acre. 
In recent years, western corn 
belt states have been battling 
corn rootworms which have be­ 
come resistant to some of the 
most effective chemicals. The 
resistance has been 
creeping 
slowly eastw ard 
hut 
has 
not 
progressed much beyond cen­ 
tral Illinois. Polivka says sev­ 
eral isolated cases of rootworm 
rootworm 
resistance 
were re ­ 
ported in Ohio last year, but he 
foresees no widespread resist­ 
ance iii Ohio in the im m ediate 
future. 
Rootworms are a problem in 
corn following com. Eggs laid 
the previous year over winter 
and newly hatched larvae feed 
ou young corn roots. This p re­ 
vents 
adequate 
root develop­ 
ment 
and 
causes 
plants 
to 
lodge. Adult rootworm beetles, 
feeding on silks and end ker- 
nels, can also cause significant 
dam age if present in sufficient 
numbers.

Frequently she uses 
them as ingredients in a favor­ 
ite dish, or adds an individual 
touch. 
Convenience foods are now a 
w ay of life in the average A m er­ 
ican home. But the hom em aker 
still reigns suprem e for she is 
inventive and creative. She pro­ 
vides good food and nutrition for 
h er fam ily without sacrificing 
tim e, money, or quality. 
What is a convenience food? 
It may be b o t t l e d , canned, 
packaged, refrigerated, frozen, I 
ready - mixed, or rcady-to-use. 
Many of the fresh products 
have 
convenience 
built 
into 
them . 
For exam ple, 
potatoes 
w ere once delivered com plete 
v\ itll soil, spinach with roots and 


sand. T h e s e are now cleaned 
and frequently packaged before 
they appear in the m arkets. 
Poultry is eviscerated, m eat is 
trim m ed of excess bone and 
fat. Much of the work and waste 
is rem oved, long before the food 
arrives 
in 
the 
hom em aker’s 
kitchen. 


More durable press garm ents, 
say USDA family economists.

The 
leaders am ong them are the 
American F arm Bureau Feder­ 
ation and tile Am erican Nation­ 
al C attlem en’s Association. 
Expected to line up behind i 
the adm inistration, in whole or 
in m ajor part, are the N ation-! 
a1 Farm ers Union, the National 
Grange, the Midcontinent Farm - I 
ors Association, and the Na- \ 
tional F arm ers Association, as 
well as a large m ajority of com ­ 
modity and regional farm o r - 1 
ganizations invited. 
While the call for the m eeting 
said the adm inistration seeks 
“ The guidance, counsel and as­ 
sistance of farm organizations 
and leaders, no one acquaint­ 
ed with the forces rn agricul­ 


ture believes there is a chance 
of reaching any general agree­ 
ment on future policies. 
Thus, say most observers, the 
only result of the conference is 
likely to provide is a freshly 
clarified lineup among the farm 
organizations and leaders on the 
issue of the federal role in ag­ 
riculture. 
Such a lineup can be expected 
to show, on a num erical basis, 
that those farm organizations 
siding with tile adm inistration 
far outweigh those opposing. 
Such a showing m ight exert 
an influence on Congress in its 
later consideration of farm leg­ 
islation. 
Those working tor a reduction 
of the federal role in agriculture 
also include many Republicans 
in Congress and some Demo­ 
crats. Polls have indicated that, 
largely because of Republican 
gains in seats rn the 90th Con 
gross, that supporters of farm 
program s are not so strong as 
they were iii the 89th Congress. 
The conference may well be 
used by adm inistration critics 
iii an attem pt to show’ that while 
farm 
organizations 
opposing 
farm controls are in the m inor­ 
ity, they represent a majority 
of farm ers. Such a contention 
naturally would he disputed by 
those backing the adm inistra­ 
tion.

Reading the news that comes 
out of China via the Pek ing var­ 
iety of graffiti, or wall-writing, 
as transm itted by Japanese cor­ 
respondents who can read Chi­ 
nese ideograms but may forget 
that these have tak en on differ­ 
ent meanings over the centuries 
of Japan, one think s of the old 
missionary . 
Nevertheless, 
the 
am ateur 
China-watcher 
must 
try . 
If y ou apply logic to tile inter­ 
pretation of unfacts off the non­ 
bottom, 
y ou 
get a very q ueer 
picture. The reporters for gov­ 
ernm ent radio and official news­ 
papers tell about Maoists “ re ­ 
tak ing oue after another the po­ 
sitions of power held by a hand­ 
ful of party people tak ing the 
capitalist 
road. 
Query : 
how 
could a “ handful surreptitious­ 
ly seize and hold so many po­ 
sitions needing to be “ retak ­ 
en” ? The broadcasters and the 
official 
newspapers 
may 
or 
may not be say ing more by their 
silence 
than 
by 
what 
they 
choose to say or print, 
W ho 
k nows? 
One of the few real “ facts”

Back in the Nineteenth Cen­ 
tury a tourist asked a mission­ 
ary to give him the “bottom 
facts"’ on China. The answer the 
tourist got was “there is no bot­ 
tom in China and there are no 
facts.” 
Reading the news that comes 
out of China \ ia the Peking var­ 
iety of graffiti, or wall-writing, 
as transmitted by Japanese cor­ 
respondents who can read Chi­ 
nese ideograms but may forget 
that these have taken on differ­ 
ent meanings over tile centuries 
of Japan, one thinks of the old 
missionary. 
Nevertheless, the 
amateur 
China-watcher 
must 
try. 
lf you apply logic to tile inter­ 
pretation of unfacts off the non­ 
bottom, you get a very queer 
picture. The reporters for gov­ 
ernment radio and official news­ 
papers tell about Maoists “ re­ 
taking one after another the po­ 
sitions of power held by a hand­ 
ful of party people taking the 
capitalist 
road. 
Query: 
how 
could a “handful surreptitious­ 
ly seize and hold so many po­ 
sitions needing to be “retak­ 
en”? The broadcasters and the 
official 
newspapers 
may 
or 
may not be saying more by their 
silence 
than 
by 
what 
they 
choose to say or print W ho 
knows? 
One of the few real “facts” 
that can be scraped off the “bot­ 
tom” is that China is a peas­ 
ant economy. 
Mao 
Tse-tung 
prided himself on his “ agra­ 
rian” revolution. But now. by 
the tacit admission of Radio 
Peking and the Peking People’s 
Daily, it is the “agrarians” who 
are rebelling against Mao. In­ 


stead of the peasants following 
the precepts of “Mao-think,” it 
is the Red Guardists out of the 
cities which they have adopted 
who constitute tile Mao cadres. 
There are a lot of Red Guard­ 
ists. but most of them are sup­ 
posed to go back to school aft­ 
er the observance of the lunar 
New Year. Will the handful dom­ 
inate 600.000.000 peasants? One 
is reminded of tile taunts flung 
at the invading Nazis by the 
Norwegian peasants: “The flies 
have conquered the fly paper.” 
By the admission of Mao’s 
own radio, the peasants have 
been making use of the present 
chaos to appropriate more than 
their old share of the food being 
raised in China. They are also 
demanding more land for their 
private plots. 
The sin of “economism.” for­ 
sooth' 
Peasants who still be­ 
lieve in Mao are reported to 
have gone into the cities to help 
the cultural revolution. We l l , 
how do you do your spring 
planting while demonstrating in 
Peking? 
According to one unfact from 
the non bottom. Liu Shao-chi. the 
President of C h i n a who eith­ 
er did or did not mean it when 
he confessed to e r r o r , is (I) 
under house arrest or (b) has 
been deposed.

Tecumseh had been found Feb. 
I at a depth of 38 feet at the bot­ 
tom of the mouth of Mobile Bay. 
She 
was 
almost 
completely 
overturned with only six feet of 
her keel sticking out of the mud 
The 
Smithsonian 
Institution 
and the naval salvage office are 
now studying the problems in­ 
volved in prying the ship loose 
from the mud. It is expected 
that

hauled 
up. 
refurbished 
and 
placed on display in the Smith 
sonian 
Institution’s 
proposed 
National 
Armed

seum in Washington 
The ironclad had been pre­ 
sumed lost behind recovery for 
many years, and previous drag­ 
ging operations had failed to I 
find it. 
But new efforts were begun to 
recover the sunken ship by the 
Navy and the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution with the help of a team of 
engineers from 
Eston 
Instru­ 
ments, Inc., of Newark. N.J. 
They employed a sea recov­ 
ery technique called spontane­ 
ous potential in which the bot­ 
tom of the bay was probed with 
cables tipped with electrodes 
sensitive to electricity coming 
from

water.

three days later, and divers 
went down and made positive 
identification. 
The Tecumseh arrived with 
three other ironclads the night 
before the Battle of Mobile after 
Farragut had waited for months 
beyond the mouth of the bay for 
the ironclads to be outfitted in 
Pensacola. 
The admiral was now set to 
assault Mobile, one of the last 
remaining ports in the hands of 
the Confederacy, which had four 
warships lying in the harbor. 
These included the Tennessee. 


the newest and largest ironclad 
in the Confederate fleet, under 
the command of Adm. Franklin 
Buchanan. 
The Confederates had strung
